Asia, Africa, and in large portions even 
of Europe and America there prevails an 
old belief that they are born to labor. 
In Turkestan and on the Tartar steppes 
the Kirghese Sultans and their daughters 
and princesses in whose veins flows the 


Rambles About Home," a book published 
by D. Appleton & Co., of New York, how 
interesting and how valuable may be the 
fruits of trained and patient observation 
even amid what are utterly deemed com- 
monplace surroundings. 
It might not at 


first sight, says the New York Sun, seem 
possible to discover much worth narra- 
ting ia a long settled district like the 
neighborhood of Bordeotowa, yet all that 
is recounted in this volume was observed 
within the compass ofthe author's farm, 
on Crosswick's Creek, a uavagable affluent 
of tbe Delaware River. Here, although 
some of tbe animals encountered by the 
first colonists, such as the elk, the wolf, 
and the beaver, have been exterminated, 
there is still ample material for a devoted 
student of natural history, as is proved by 
Mr. Abbott's copious notes upon the ex- 
tant mammals, birds, reptiles, batrach- 
ians, and fishes. His researches seem to 
have been always prompted by a scienti- 
fic aim, and they will be fuund to often 
possess large scientific worth; but the 
results of his investigations are so re- 
corded as to arrest and captivate the at- 
tention of the ordinary reader. Techni- 
cal expressions are avoided, and the com- 
mon or local names are invariably used 


cogeWt il the feet noted by toe' author 
that, as in the case of fainting, the ap- 
plication of cold water has the effect 
of restoring the animal to consciousness. 
As to the position usually assumed when 
the opossum is supposed to be feigning 
death, it is that which the animal cakes 
when sleeping; and further, is the one 
best calculated to prevent injury from 
blows, as the head and breast are partly 
shielded. 
In fine, Mr. Abbott deems the 


opossum's propensity to swoon under the 
influence of fear "a merciful provision 
that destroys without pain all sensation 
in animals about to be torn to piecos." 


The author gives a list of eight fishes 


more or less common in the waters of 
New Jersey, in which he believes himself 
to have detected indications of vocal 
power. 
They are all of a dull or simply 


silvery hue, and the inference is that the 
traces of a voice are substitutes for the 
sexual attraction resident in the brilliant 
colors of other species. It is in the com- 
mon catfish that this emission of Hound 
is most pronounced and unmistakable. 
The author tells us that after 
sunset, 


when these fishes become more animated, 
their presence in a stream may be de- 
tected not only by the aid of submarine 


though held by a short string. 
A victim 


to these opposing emotions, the bird 
finally became exhausted, and fell to tbe 
ground within reach of the snake. Once 
I caught such an exhausted bird, and 
found that it was simply worn out.

As for the needle-like teeth with which 
the garter snakes makes a show of biting 
viciously, their indentations are perfectly 
innocuous, and are likened, as we have 
seen, to tbe bites of insects. It appears 
that tae spotted adder, and less frequent 
ly tbe hog-nosed snake, is mistaken by 
the careless or frightened observer for a 
rattlesnake. 
The first often, and some- 


times the second, when found in the 
woods coiled upon a heap of dead leaves, 
will closely imitate the peculiar rattle of 
the rattlesnake by vibrating the tail with 
great rapidity, and in such a maoder as 
tj strike the leaves beneath it.

BKIBTOL'a EABLY DATS- 


William Kinscy, Esq., who has taken a 


great interest in all historical matters ap- 
pertaining to Bristol, furnishes the GA- 
ZETTE with the following facts, which 
were obtained by him from official rec- 
ords or other reliable sources : 


Bristol is supposed to have been settled 


by white people as early as 1684. 
We 


find in the provincial records that in 1683 
an Orphans' Court^as held at the house 
of David Wheeler, below the falls of 
Delaware, and that the first suit to re- 
cover a debt was brought by one Souder- 
ling, of Bensaleru, agaiost a man by the 
name of Edmunds, to recover the value 
of 1200 pounds of tobacco. 
A second 


suit was commenced in 1689 by Earraan 
Drafton against Duncan Williamson for a 
breach of contract. 
Drafton agreed to 


teach Williamson's children to read the 
Bible in one year for 200 guilders. Wil- 


tobacco. In those days tobacco was sold 
by the yard, and was about a quarter of 
an inch in diameter. 
When the boy 


brought in the tobacco be put an end in 
each of hi* nostrils and let the rest hang 
down over his breast. The boys tittered 
the teacher took bis strap, and rolling i 
up threw it at the boy who laughed th 
loudest.

The first Sunday-School in 
Bristol 


was founded in 1816 by Richard Hall, 
rector of the Episcopal church, John 
Adams an exhorter in the Methodist 
church, and Henry Tomlinson. 
The 


school was held in the second story of 
the old Court Hoase. Prior to this time 
a First-day school, taught by the Misses 
Buckley, was in existence. 
The children 


of the poor and those who did not have 
time to go to school on week days, were 
taught by them. 


BCIE.VriFIC MISCELLANY. 


Some interesting results have been 


yielded by the investigation concerning 
human growth which have been made by 
a committee of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 
It is 


shown that growth is most rapid during 
the first five years of life, when both 
sexes grow alike, the boys being a lit- 
tie taller and heavier than the girls. 
Prom five to ten the boys grow a little 
faster than the girls, but from ten to 
fifteen the girls grow the faster, and 
between the ages of eleven and a half 
and fourteen and a half are actually 
taller than the boys, while from twelve 
and a half to fifteen and a half they 
are heavier. The boys then take the 
ead, growing at first rapidly, but after- 
ward slower, and complete their growth 
at about the twenty-third year; while 
girls grow very slowly after fifteen, and

be entitled to vote, after residing in the 
State six months: Provided, That white 
freemen, citizens of the United States, 
between the ages of twenty-one and 
twenty-two years, and having resided in 
the State one year, and in the election 
district V n days, as aforesaid, shall be 
entitled tc vote, although they shall not 
have paid taxes. 


This of course prohibited the voting of 


colored mon, and was contrary to the last 
two amendments to the constitution of 
the United States, and repugnant to tbe 
spirit of the times. The committee on 
Suffrage, Election and Representation 
according v presented the following, as 
the first siiction of the article on suffrage 
in tbe ne<" constitution : 


SECTIO.V 1. Every person possessing 


tbe follow ing qualification shall be an el- 
ector, and be entitled to vote at all elec- 
tions, viz., 


1. A male person twenty-one years of 


age.

ft* faai not been a candidate for office 
•ince that time, except possibly on the 
electoral ticket, the fiicts which are con- 
tained In tbe •j*oOrda of the convention 
have not been presented to the public. 
They strong]; define the character of the 
man, and (how how ultra and narrow are 
his views. Tli«j «how also how strongly 
be was imbued with the prevalent ideas 
of tbe South, years since when the issues 
upon which he has shown his views were 
before the nation. 
Mr. Ross did not 


take n very active part in the con- 
vention of 1873. 
He was rather a quiet 


member, introducing but few resolutions, 
speaking but little, and apparently con- 
tent witli recording his vote upon most 
topics. He was generally present and 
probably did his work on committees as 
well ns the average member. 


The convention met in 1872, not very 


long lifter the close of tbe war. Since 
the previous Constitutional Convention 
some amendments had been made to the 
constitution of the tbe United States 
growing out of the war and its issues. 
Of course matters which bad been prom- 
inent in the public mind in the struggle, 
and during the subsequent years, were 
•arly brought to the attention of the COIN 
vention. Among others was the voting 
b) soldiers, when in service away from 
home, under the authority of the United 
States or tbe Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania. 
During tbe war the Republican 


party had held that soldiers in the field 
bad the right to vote, and in pursuance 
thereof they had voted, and their votes 
bad been counted, and in 1864 an amend" 
ment to tbe State constitution allowing 
them to do so was adopted. 
This was 


bitterly opposed by many Democratic 
leaders, who, without the votes and 
strength of the gallant meu in the field, 
felt that they could have controlled mat- 
ters at home and they have rendered 
valuable assistance to the enemy. On 
the27»hof November, 1872, 
therefore, 


with the subject fresb in mind Mr. Ross 
offer, d the following resolution : 


Risolved, That the committee on Suf- 


frage, Election and Representation be 
requested to Inquire into the expediency 
of amending section foi./ of article third 
of tin; constitution that the same shall 
provide that qualified electors of the com- 
monwealth, though in actual military ser- 
vice under requisition from the President 
of the United States, or by the authority 
of tins commonwealth, shall exercise the 
right of suffrage in all elections by tbe 
citizens only when present at the respec- 
tive place* of election of which they are 
residents. 


This resolution was referred to the 


committee indicated, and nothing further 
appear* in regard to it until the article 
was reported February 18, 1873, when 
the section was presented by the commit- 
tee in these words: 


Si.c. 4. 
Whenever any of ;be quali- 


fied electors of this commonwealth shall 
be in actual military service, under a 
requisition from the President of the 
United States, or by the authority of this 
commonwealth, such electors may exer- 
cise tbe right of suffrage in all elections 
by the citizens, under such regulations as 
are or thull be prescribed by law, as fully 
ai if they were present at their usual 
places of election. 


To tbi* Mr. Ross offered the following 


amendment: 


Whenever any of tbe qualified citizens 


of tliis commonwealth shall be in any ac- 
tual military service under a requisition of 
the President of the United States, or by 
authority of the commonwealth, such 
elector shall exercise the right of suffrage, 
in nil tho elections by the citizens, only 
when present at their respective places 
of election of which they are residents. 


Upou this amendment Mr. Ross made 


quite a speech. Here is a single para- 
graph from bit remarks: 


"Why, sir, the right to vote is an arbi- 


trary right. The privilege of voting is a 
privilege which is exercised under arbi- 
trary restriction, and all this is simply 
doing nothing more than aaying to the 
military man, who is away from bis home, 
that be must come back to his home to 
vote with his other fellow-citizens, or he 
cannot vote at all. It is not hard upon 
him, no harder upon him than it is upon 
other persons who are regular electors, 
who have been compelled to move out of 
their districts, and who, by reason of 
moving away, have lost their votes." 


From tbe above resolution, amendment 


and speech, it is easy to see where Mr. 
Ross' sympathies were, and that he would 
discriminate against those who were ab- 
sent from home on election day in the 
service of their country. Through the 
failure of bit amendment it i§ plain that 
tbe convention was not impressed with 
the justice of his position. 


Another, and perhaps, more important 


matter, was the position of Mr. Ross to- 
ward the colored race. 
In the Constitu- 


tion of 1838, section 1 of article 3 is as 
follows: 


SECT. 1. In elections by the citizens 


every white freeman of tbe age of twenty 
one years, having resided in this State 
one year, and in tbe election district 
where be offers to vote, ten days imme- 
•diately preceding such election, and 
irithin two yean paid a State or county 
tax, which shall have been assessed at 
least ten daji before the election, shall 
enjoy tbe rights of M elector; but a citi- 
<zen of tbe United State* who had previ- 
ously been a qaalified voter of this State, 
and removed therefrenif and retained, 
-anti *annave refcffled'A. tte election *it- 
nrict, and paid taxes as aforesaid, shall 


United Slates at least one month. 


3. He .shall have resided in tbe state 


one year, or if be had previously been a 
qualified elector of tbe state, removed 
therefrom and returned, six months im- 
mediately preceding the election. 


4. He shall have resided in the elec- 


tion district where he offers to vote, two 
months immediately preceding the elec« 
tion. 


5. If twentv-two years of r.ge or up- 


wards, he shall have paid within two years 
a state or county tax, which had been 
assessed ut least two months and paid at 


INCREASED DUBATIOK OF LIFE. 
| 


The stage to which we have at present 


attained may be stated thus : Compared 
with the period 1838-1854 (tbe earliest 
for which there are trustworthy records) 
the average of a man's life is now 41.9 
years instead of 39.9, and of a woman's 
45.3 instead of 41.9 years, an addition of 
eight per cent to the female life and five 
per cent to tbe male. Of each thousand 
males born at the present dav, forty-four 
more will attain the age of thirty-five 
than used to be the case previous to 1871. 
For the whole of life the estimate now is 
that of one thousand persons (one half 
males and one half females) 35 survive 
at the age of forty-five, 9 at sixty-five, 
3 at seventy-five, and 1 at eighty-five. To 
put the case in another way, every 
thousand persons born 
since 1870 _will 


live about 2,700 years longer than before. 
In other words, the life of a thousand 
persons is now equal in duration to that 
of 1,070 persons previously ; and 1,000 
births will now keep up the growth of our 
population as well as 1,070 births used to 
do. This is equivalent in result to an 
increase of our population, and in tbe 
best form viz., not by more births but by 
fewer deaths, which means fewer malad- 
ies and better health. What is more 
nearly 70 per cent of this increase of life 
takes place (or is lived) in the "usefu

Biddle, Uoyd, Gibson, Hemphill, M'Cam- 
ant, Ross and Woodward—7 ; while 80 
voted nay and 46 were absent. 


This shows the animus of Mr. Rossi 


several years after the war had ceased, 
after the colored man was a citizen and 
in the face of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments. From the very small vote 
given, 7, it is clear that only the most 
ultra opponents of the colored man cared 
to place themselves in so unenviable a 
light before the country, a position they 
could not defend, and which was based 
entirely upon prejudice and tbe bitterness 
of the past. 


Such is Mr. Ross' record regarding two 


large classes of voters—tbe soldiers and 
the colored men, as taken from the "De- 
bates of Constitutional Convention"— 
and therefore entirely accurate. 
Fortun- 


ately there is no war now, but there are 
a large number now attached to the 
militia, imd there are others who may be 


B,> in the future. All these in either the 
present condition of affairs or if in ser- 
vice away from their homes have been 
and are now guaranteed the right of suf- 
frage, and they should remember, as well 
as to wham the privilege is due, the man 
who sought to deprive them of that right, 
now a candidate for an important office. 


To tbi! colored men there can nothing 


speak stronger than Mr. Ross' vote on 
the words "white freemen " Hu desired 
to disfr.inchise the colored people en- 
tirely, und would have done so had he 
been able. 
Nothing that any one can 


say should weigh as against the record 
Mr. Ross made for 
himself.—Intelli- 


gencer.

Cincinnati Enquirer, Many were fou 
feet in length, and the animal, when 
alive, must have been a curious spectacle 
Imagine a dozen of these on the ball 
shell! The shells in this locality were 
strewn about over the plain as if the feast 
of some Titauic race had suddenly been 
broken up. Some ware partly buried 
and rapidly disintegrating under the in 
fiuence of wind and weather. 
On the 


northwestern coast a clam has recently 
been discovered very similar to the soft 
clam of the east, with the exception that 
the new Buds weigh about two pounds 
apiece and are a foot or more in length 
They are called geoducks by the natives 
and are said to be fine eating, the meal 
rather resembling that of a crab or lob 
ster than the rest of the clam family.

this purpose the carpets of Mech-Kabad, 
in Khorassen, are available, although of 
inferior texture to the pharaghan. The 
carpets of Kenyan have the texture fitted 
to the rough usage required in covering 
floors; but while perhaps of superior 
quality 
to the pharaghan, they are 


always small and proportionately- more 
expensive. 


"The Persian carpet pay excellence is 


the rug. The Persians use these in pref- 
erence to large sizes. 
First covering the 


earth floor with a hasseer or matting of 
split reeds, they lay over it many rugs, 
which completely conceal the mat. 
This 


arrangement, when composed of rugs of 
harmonious designs, is very rich, while 
the cost is actually less than if one large 
carpet were employed instead, 


"The varieties of Persian rugs are 


numerous. In some sorts, like the Turk- 
owan, there is a general similarity of de- 
sign, although no two rugs aro altogether 
identical. But in other classes, such as 
tbe rugs of Kerwan, Dyochegan, or Kurd- 
istan, there is endless variety in design 
and texture. 


"A point to be considered is that while 


the small carpets of Persia go under the 
general designation of rugs, it would be 
a serious mistake to consider them all as 
merely carpets of small size intended to 
>e trod on bv heavy shoes. 
In the first 


>lace Persians, when at home, take off 
heir shoes, and thus a carpet of fine, 
delicate wool and design will last for 
ges, and actually improve with use such 


as this. In the second place, a large 
iroportion of the rugs of Persia, and ea^ 
tecialJy the finer grades, are never intend- 
ed to be laid on the floor, but to cover 
livans or tables, or to hang as tapestries 
id portieres. 
"This explains the extreme fineness of 


texture and velvety surface which many 
o( these rugs display, and also accounts 
or the fringe at the ends. 
Some of the 


rugs of Kersvan are almost as fine as cash 
nere shawls. The designs of these rugs 
were formerly of a large pattern, with a 
jeneral ground of red, white, or some 
other uniform tint, with borders and 
detail of minute tracery harmonizing 
with rather than disturbing the general 
effect. These patterns are unquestionably 
of higher aristic importance exhibiting a 
quality designated by artists as breadth. 


At present, while there is apparently 


no difference in texture, 
there is an 


evident tendency toward smaller designs, 
which lose much of the effect unless seen 
with close inspection. Perhaps this 
it* 


only the result of a reaction from 
long 


established custom, and it must be con- 
ceded that the modern designs of Persian 
ri(gs are more popular with the average 
European and American buyer. 


The colors formerly employed in the 


rugs of Persia wero imperishable. 
Bugs

"The namads or felt carpets of Persia, 


although produced by a process which 
perhaps excludes them from the list of 
strictly textile fabrics, may yet properly 
be considered in this report. The namad 
is made by forming a frame of the thick- 
ness intended or excavating a place in the 
ground floor of the size and depth 
equivalent to the namad intended. 
The 


hair is laid in this and beaten with mal> 
lets until the original disjointed mass 
has obtained cohesion and is reduced to 
the dimensions of the frame. 
A design 


of colored threads is beaten into tbe upper 
surface, sometimes quite effective. 
The 


namad, however, is desirable less for its 
beauty than the complete sense of comfort 
which it affords. 
It is much thicker than 


other carpets, and the sensation to tbe 
tread is luxurious. No carpet has ever 
been manufactured that is more suitable 
for the comfort of a sleeping 
room in 


winter. Of course theres is a difference 
in the quality of these namads, but the 
dearest are far cheaper than the same 
surface of carpets or rugs woven in the 
usual styles. 
The great weight and 


clumsiness of tbe namads must uufortun- 
ately prevent their exportation to any ex- 
tent until tbe means of transport .are 
improved. The best quality of nomad is 
made at Isfanan, but tbe most massive 
are produced at Yezid. One would im- 
agine that the size of tbe namad must 
necessarily be limited. 
But, on the con- 


trary, the regular Persian carpets rarely 
equal and never exceed the dimensions of 
some aamads. The namad is more often 
than the carpets intended to cover an 
entire floor, elegant rugs being laid over 
it in places. 
I hive seen a namad seven- 


ty-five feet long by nearly forty wide in 
one piece. 


"There is one species of rug special to 


Persia often spoken of, but rarely seen. I 
refer to tbe rugs made of silk. It is not 
uncommon to see rugs of the finer types 
with silken fringes, and sometimes with a 
woof of silk in the body of tbe rug. 
But 


all-silk rugs are rare, and larer now than 
formerly. They are genenilly small, and 
intended for luxury rather than uss. Tbe 
price is necessarily very high. The chief 
«ftbe merchants of Teheran told me of 
»ae u* h«4 teen over a tomb; it was 
barely two s^uwu yards ia size; but* he 
said that 300 tonuns, or f 360, would be 
a low price for it."
